West Virginia went ‘‘dry’’ in 


1914, and the exact day on which 
the law went into effect being 
July 1, At once the state for- 
feited, or rather wiped out an in- 
come of $650,000 per annum from 
iicense revenue, At the close of 
the fiscal year 1918 the state had 
a surplus of $592,475.39, while 
the direct tax was less than one 
cent on $100 of valuation. 


Then came prohibition and it 
has been in force scareely a year. 
On May 18, 1915, Governor Hat- 
field decided it was time to take 
He stated that the 


some action, 


state deficit was $624,000. At 
this rate the deficit on July 1, 
1917, will amount to 41,844,000 


after vetoing $858,000 of new ap- 
propriatious. 

In order to get revenue to meet 
these deficits it is necessary to 
add to the taxes. There is one 
faction in the state which wants 
to have the deficit paid for by the 
people of the state, there is an- 
other, headed by Governor Hat- 
field, who advocate that the cor- 
porations pay a special tax for 
the privilege of doing business in 
the state. Already the direct tax 
rate has increased from one cent 
per $100 in 1912 to ten cents per 
hundred dollars in 1915, And yet 
this does not take care of the de- 
fiecit and there is a chance that 
further direct taxation will be 
thrown upon the shoulders of the 
people, 

As an illustration of what ef- 
fect the loss of the liquor re- 
venue has been in the state of 
West Virginia we will cite a few 
of the appropriations which have 
been vetoed by Governor Hat- 
field, These include the follow- 
ing:
